tal circles in America, we stand 
today with wells that have been 


digged by our fathers in years 
gone by—we stand with them 
filled by the Philistines. And the 


place that our country is in today 
is a place of dire necessity for 
some old-fashioned well digging. 
We need to dig again the wells of 
(Moody and the wells of Sunday, 
the wells of Spurgeon, the wells of 
Finney, and of Edwards, and other 
great men of God. We need some 
new men and new blood to stand 
on the horizon and dig the wells 
that our fathers digged years ago. 

Listen, my friend, the Philistines 
came and slowly, but surely, filled 
up the wells of Abraham. “Then 
there came a day when Abraham 
died and Isaac came on the scene. 
Isaac knew there needed to be 
some well-digging, so what did he 
do? He digged two wells of his 
own, some new wells. That's 
what the modern generation does. 
“They say, “We don’t need the old- 
time religion. We don’t need the 
old-time gospel, the old mourner’s 
bench. We'll dig some new wells. 
We'll dig the wells of modernism 
and formalism. We'll dig the well 
of dried Christianity. ~~ We’ll dig 
the well of emotionless churches 
with no joy in religion. We'll dig 
some new wells of psychology and 
psychiatrics and program and 
pushing and promotion and _  or- 
ganization. We'll dig some new 
wells.”’ 

Today we stand in our land in 
dire need of somebody to forget 
the new wells and forget the new 
theology and forget the new ortho- 
doxy and modernism. We need 
somebody to dig the wells that 
our fathers digged years ago and 
that the Philistines have filled up 
through the years. 

I want you to notice today the 
three wells Abraham had digged 
and that Isaac re-digged. 


I BEERLAHAIROI — The 
God Who Sees, Who Is 
Conscious of Sin 


The first was the well of Beer- 
Jahairci. Beerlahairoi means ‘‘the 
God who lives and sees me.” 
That’s. one of the wells we need 
to re-dig—the well of a God who 
is conscious of sin.

One of the sorrows of my 
life has been that my father drank 
heavily. The day after he died, 
my sister and I went to the house 
where he lived, and a young man 
came in with empty bottles.

So, again and again and again 
up and down the country we have 
a new evangelicalism and a new 
orthodoxy that takes out of the 
Gospel the hatred for sin and 
the stink of sin. I want to say that 
Jesus died because of sin. We 
should magnify the Gospel but 
while we magnify the Gospel we 
need to remind our people that sin 
is black and God hates it. So, con- 
sequently, we need to dig again 
the well of Beerlahairoi. 

Today many people _ enlist 
preachers like they enlist a foot- 
ball player, or enlist someone for 
college, trying to stir up some 
interest in the ministry. No won- 
der we don’t have any sin-fighters 
today. Oh, listen, friend! God 
hates sin. He saw the cities of 
Sodom and Gomorrah in sin and 
poured out fire and_ brimstone 
from Heaven. God saw Noah’s day 
in sin and destroyed the world, 
Saving only eight people. He even 
saw His own angels in sin and 
cast them out of Heaven. He look- 
ed on His own Son, the darling of 
Heaven, and saw that upon Jesus 
Christ was heaped all the sins of 
the world, and even looking upon 
His own Son, He could not stand 
sin.

My friend, what will you do— 
you who turn down Jesus Christ?

several years ago in Seattle, in 
a city-wide campaign, I was 
preaching one day to Christians 
in one of the earlier services of 
the campaign on restitution—on 
confessing and forsaking sins and 
making things right. When the 
service was over, a man met me 
in despair. “How can I make 
things right? How can [ make 
things right?” 

I wanted to help: him, so I ask- 


ed, ‘What do you mean?” 

He told me he had been a pan- 
derer, one who helps to get girls 
and leads them into sin, then sells 
them in the white slave _ traffic. 
He said to me, “Not more than a 
year ago on a street corner, a Sal- 
vation Army woman walked up 
and said to me, ‘Man, you’re going 
to Hell!’” He said to me, “You 
know, I have almost been in Hell 
since then. I rode the ferry today 
across Puget Sound. As I looked 
down on that deep, blue water I 
thought, ‘Oh, God, would I find 
any peace? I would be so glad to 
jump off this ferry and into the 


bottom of that if I’d never have 


another thought, if I would never 
remember again!’” He said, “I 
can’t sleep at night for seeing the 
faces of the girls I have wronged, 
the girls. I led into sin. They’re 
ruined. Some of them are in Hell 
now, and I am to blame. What 
can I do?” 

Oh, friend, I know God can for- 
give, but if a man like that should 
go on to Hell, don’t you know that 
he would be tormented with a 
conscience in Hell? God will not 
let you get by with sin. You can- 
not get by with it. So then, in 
God’s name, I beg you to hear 
me. Take a lesson from the con- 
science of this man Herod who 
knew he had sinned and _ said, 
“Jesus is John the Baptist. The 
man I beheaded is risen from the 
dead.” 

How many of you here know 
the peace of a conscience purged 
from dead works? That is. the 
way the Bible puts it. How many 
of you know the peace that your 
sins are blotted out, blotted out! 


Isn’t that a good word? “I will 
remember them against you no 
more,” the Scripture says. “I will 


put all thy sins behind my back,’ 
God says. God says that He will 
bury them in the depths of the 
sea. Oh, it is wonderful that God 
will forgive sins and blot them 
out!

Dr. Cortland Myers in the stir- 
ring booklet entitled The New 
Evangelism, tells how a. faithful 
minister assembled his _ official 
Board and opened his heart to 
them, telling them of his convic- 
tion that the deepest need in the 
church which they served was per- 
sonal effort and _ individual §ap- 
proach to the lost. He told them 
of his deep concern because souls 
were not being saved: And he de- 
clared with much earnestness his 
conviction that the failure of the 
church was probably due to their 
failure in that they were not go- 
ing personally to the lost to warn 
them of their peril. He asked how 
many had ever won a soul to the 
Saviour. Only two out of fifteen 
present had reason to believe that 
they had ever been thus used. 

As the pastor pressed this duty 
on their consciences, the men were 
aroused and tears attested their 
deep conviction. One of the men, 
a banker, had four sons grown 
to manhood who had never con- 
fessed Christ. His heart smote him 
for his neglect. He left the room 
in silence. He hurried to his home 
resolved to make amends for his 
neglect. Before the morning’s 
dawn, he had talked and prayed 
separately for each of those four 
sons and had besought them to 
seek the Lord. The next Sun- 
day those four sons_ presented 
themselves for membership in the 
church. The next morning when 
this banker went into his office, 
the first man who came in to see 
him was a trusted employee who 
was not a Christian. Closing the 
door the banker said to the young 


man, “I have something to talk to}, 


you about. Iam glad we are alone. 
Do you know that I have been a 
Christian ever. since we have 
known each other?” 

The man stood dazed before 
him, but replied, ‘Yes.’ 

“Do you know that I am now 
an elder in the Presbyterian 
Church?” 

Still more surprised, he replied, 
“Yes,” 

“Haven't you thought it strange 
that I never spoke to you about 
your relation to Christ?”

Some one tells of a boy who 
came to confess Christ. When the 
pastor asked him what brought 
him to Jesus, the rather: startling 
reply was, “A cigarette.”

II. How Shall We Deal with 
the Individual?

It is, of course, essential first of 
all that we who would win the 
child to Christ shall command his 
qualified respect.

Their 
standards are somewhat inflex- 
ible and their demands are rigid. 
Later they will learn to make al- 
lowance and will know more of 
the temptations and battles of life. 
At present they have their ideals 
and woe to their elders if they fall 
short or in any wise disappoint 
their expectations. It is possible in 
One single hour of laxity or swerv- 
ing to shatter the confidence of 
the adolescent boy or girl. 

It is scarcely less important to 
win love. It is one thing to com- 
mand respect, it is a-higher thing 
to draw out love. 

A teacher stood alone with her 
pupil in the quiet of the evening; 
“Louise, do you love me?” For 
response the child pressed the 
teacher’s hand and gave her an 
impulsive kiss. “But, Louise, if you 
love me, I want you to love my 
Saviour.” How many children and 
older people have come to love 
Jesus because they had learned to 
love someone whose life is devoted 
to Him. 


Seize the Opportune Time 


This is always a matter of prime 
consequence in winning the lost. 
There are critical moments when 
the Spirit seems to set ajar all 
doors of approach to the soul, mo- 
ments when the gentlest whisper 
will penetrate to the deep recesses 
of the heart.

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fine preacher like his Grandfather 
Freeman.” And of course my dear 
mother wanted me to be a preach- 
er. She often related how God pre- 
served my life during an early 
_and serious illness and had assured 
her that He had a purpose for my 
life (as I now see, incidentally, 
that He did). I grew up at my 


mother’s knees hearing’ Bible 
stories. 

The church in which I grew 
up was socially and _ financially 


prominent, and some of the most 
gifted ministers in the Southern 
Baptist Convention preached from 
its pulpit. They preached the love 
of God, and they exalted the cross. 
But specific sins were not dealt 
with, and God’s wrath and the 
eternal punishment: of the wicked 
was seldom mentioned. 

I grew up accepting all that was 
vritten and said about the “tradi- 
tional” Jesus. But I had no con- 
viction that I was a guilty sinner 
and had to be born again. Prior 
to 1955, I hardly had a thought of 
being a sinner in need of salva- 
tion. 

During an annual protracted 
meeting, I told my mother that I 
wished to be baptized and unite 
with the church. I had been listen- 
ing attentively to the minister’s 
preaching; and one reason why I 
had was because he told. many 
interesting stories, 

My mother asked me why I 
wished to be baptized and unite 
with the-ehureh. I said, “Because 
I love Jesus.”’ But her countenance 
was troubled. (Later, I learned 
that it was because she had not 
seen any evidence in me of genu- 
ine conviction for sin.) 

My mother called the minister 
and made an appointment with him 
for me. He met me in the annex 
of the church. He asked me if I 
believed that Jesus was the Son

of God, if I believed that He had 
died for my sins, if I would con- 


fess Him as my Saviour, if*I would 
follow Him in baptism. 

I answered all these questions 
in the affirmative. But, with all 
due respect to the minister, I re- 
mained unconverted—after having 
done all that he told me to do. The 
truth was, my profession of faith 
was a false profession. I was not 
dishonest, I was deceived; not by 
the minister, but by the Devil. 


Following my “conversion,” I at- 


tended all the services in the 
church, including the Wednesday 


night prayer meeting, choir prac- 
tice, and the Boy Scout meetings. 
And since our church made no is- 
sue of them, I also attended the 
theater, danced, and played cards. 
Why not? The town’s first drive- 
in theater was built by one of our 
deacons. Another deacon operated 
a mountain beach which provided 
a dance hall. And the bridge club 
members were among the most 
faithful teachers and officers in 
the church. A 

My position was that if a.man 
didn’t drink, gamble, or commit 
adultery, he was a Christian. 1 
vasn’t too good to do any of these; 
I was too proud. 


Courtship and Marriage 


After courting around in the ad- 
jacent towns and communities, I 
fell in love with Ruth Lane in 
my home town. She is my wife. 
At the time she, like myself, was 
worldly and lost. Brought up in 
the Methodist Church, she later 
united with our church. She 
laughed if the preacher said any- 
thing about sin; but she was 
faithful in doing her part to car- 
ry out the church “program.” 


We were well matched. After a 
year of courtship we were mar- 
ried, in 1941. 


In 1943, I went into military 
service. I served with the Navy, 
attached to the 3rd Marine Divi- 
sion in the South Pacific. Of 


course, we had chaplains. But 
their ministry didn’t impress me 
one way or the other. While in 
the Navy I never crossed paths 
with a fundamental Bible preach- 
er. The preaching of the chaplains 
was about this: “All roads lead to 
Heaven. Stay out of trouble. Obey 
your superiors.” 


‘Called’ to the Ministry 


The Second World War ended. 
The troop ship moved out from 
the harbor of Guam and headed 
for “the good ole U. S. A.” Time 
was cheap; therefore I accepted 
the invitation of a young Marine 
to attend a night prayer service, 
after the movies. He tried to ex- 
‘plain to me how I could, and 
should, live a sanctified life. He 
finally gave it up as a hopeless 
job. But one thing did happen: 
his talk revived my religious in- 
terest. I began to think about the 
ministry—as I had often done; 
when I reached the States, I would 
have to make a definite decision 
about my life’s work. 


I wanted to go into the clothing 
business with my father. But it 
seemed to me that my assurance 
of Heaven depended upon my will- 
ingness to preach. 

One night, after a Navy friend 
and I had gone to the movies, to 
the prayer service, and were fin- 
ishing off with a card game, Ged 
seemed to say to me: “Carl, I 
want you to preach.” 

This impression came to me on 
Several successive nights—after 
the prayer service, while I was 
playing cards. On the third night, 
my~“answer” was: “I shall be a 
Christian businessman’’—with the 
emphasis on the “Christian.” 

But the impression remained: 
“T want you to preach.” 

And then I began thinking about 
college and the seminary, Turning 
to my card partner, I asked: “How 
much will the government pay a 
GI if he goes to school?” 

Telling me how -much it was, 
he wanted to know why I had

Dropping the deck of cards, he 
exclaimed: “Carl, you are not fit 
to preach.” 


Mysticism 

Back at home, I decided that 
I would preach, and that I would 
go to Mars Hill College. My ‘part- 
ner was right: I was not fit to 
preach. 

But I had several months on my 
hands before college opened in the 
fall. This meant that I had time 
to make some money, and to get 
to work fitting myself into my 
new role as a preacher. 

Satan gave me a good hand. 
Some . churches’ sponsored a 
‘preachers’ school.” The teacher 
was a noted mystic. For years a 
professor of philosophy at a 
Southern Baptist college, he had 
resigned to go on a “quest for 
the truth.” This “quest” led him 
into all types of churches and 
groups. He ran the gamut of or- 
ganized and unorganized confu- 
sion, confusing and being confused. 
Finally, he came up with a spec- 
tacular “vision” of what he calls 
the glorified Christ, a theological 
thesis that “collaborates” thought 
from Plato (together with recent 
philosophers) and mysticism of all 
ages to Christian Science, Pente- 
costalism, and Baptists. Since no 
religion is wholly false, this teach- 
er quoted Scripture; and he con- 
stantly talked of “Jesus.” 

Since I was going to be a 
preacher, this preachers’ school 
was just what I was looking for. 
Almost everyone was enamored of 
the man’s “teaching.” The school 
lasted two weeks. I laid aside ev- 
erything and concentrated on get- 
ting “his experience.” I prayed 
his prayer: “Jesus, come into my 
body. Push out all evil. Become 
flesh of my flesh, bone of my bone, 
blood of my blood. Be my all in 
all. Amen.” 

After keeping this up for sev- 
eral days, I had a mystical ex- 
perience. Being mystical, it can’t 
be explained. Although the ex- 
periences are real to the mystic, 
they are unscriptural and devilish. 


It sounds good, but it is “another 
gospel: which is not another” 
(Gal; 1:6£.3. 


At this same time, a preacher 
gave me a book “designed to in- 
struct Christians” on how to be 
“baptized with the Holy Ghost.” 
I knew nothing, of course, of the 
Bikle’s teaching of the Holy Spirit. 

Satan was providing for me. 
Lost religious people are like un- 
trained dogs: they will chase any- 
thing that moves. I started my 
chase out of necessity. I had to 
preach. But now, I was enjoying 
it. “Experience” followed upon 
“experience.” I was equipped. Sa- 
tan had blinded me from birth, 
churched me, called me; and now 
he had energized me with his ex- 
perience of mysticism and “bap- 
tism of the Spirit.” 

I had anncunced that I was 
called to preach. I received invita- 
tions. I preached enthusiastically. 

What did I preach? I preached 
“Jesus.” I boasted about my “ex- 
periences”’ and how close “Jesus” 
was to me. 

And all the time I was lost. 


I Know It 
I now know that all of these 
“experiences” were of the Devil. 
I know it because they destroyed 
the authority of the written Scrip- 


tures. The written Scriptures are 
the test, the sole rule of faith and 
practice. 

One day I had a “vision.” I be- 


lieved. that I saw the face of 
“Jesus.” I believed that I saw 
Him on the cross. “Liquid love’”’ 
flowed through -my..body... From 
that instant I became a_ pacifist 
and a one-worlder. I was. all foi 
union—of everything and every- 
body. 


I didn’t get this from the Bible; 
[ got it irom my mysticism, from 
my “vision.” True, I used the Bi- 
ble when I preached—but only as 
a peg for my own thoughts. 

I fooled people by using the Bi- 
ble and talking about “Jesus.” 


Mysticism and aceticism are 


twins. I didgt neglect my body, 
but. I did withdraw from many 


things, good and bad. My separa- 
tion was the separation of a Phar- 
isee, not that of a true disciple 
of the Christ of the. Bible. My 
“holiness” was “different” from 
that of most people; it was “holier 
than thou.” I had received a mys- 
tical “union with Jesus.” I had 
been “baptized in the Spirit.” I 
had “seen Jesug face to face,” 


the atonement. He replied: 


The truth was that I had not 
even been saved. 

My wife was having a struggle. 
To begin with, she had no sym- 
pathy with my. being a minister, 
God’s or the Devil’s. Her mother 
told her frankly that God didn’t 
call men like me to preach. 

But, in spite of everything, my 
dear wife, realizing that I meant 
to go on, yielded. In desperation, 
at my urging, she prayed the mys- 
tic’s model prayer, and then tried 
to “walk” with me. 


A Modernist 


In the fall of 1946 my wife, 
daughter, and I were settled in the 
hills of Western North Carolina— 
at Mars Hill College. It was there 
that I became a modernist. My 
mother had attended this school. 
It was known among Southern 
Baptists as one of the most “con- 
servative”’ colleges in the Con- 
vention. 

And even now I believe that it 
is as sound as any of the Conven- 
tion’s institutions, perhaps more 
so. 

Dr. R. L. Moore (a friend of 
my family for many years) had 
retired as president. A new day 
had begun. Modernists had _ infil- 
trated, and “supposedly funda- 
mental’ professors, who had been 
on the faculty for many years, 
began to speak blasphemy. 

A pronounced modernist was 
pastor of Mars Hill (town and 
college) Baptist church. He was 
a graduate of Wake Forest Col- 
lege and Crozer Theological Sem- 
inary. He and I became warm 
friends. I went to him with all 
my questions. He answered all of 
them—at the expense of all the 
basic doctrines of historic Chris- 
tianity. 

A member of the faculty, a 
friend of the families of both my 
wife and I, spent several hours 
in my home—helping me to deny 
the virgin birth. Another faculty 
member became enthralled with 
Dr. Albert Schweitzer 

I was president of the Minis- 
terial Conference one year while 
I was at Mars Hill. I made an 
address at one of the meetings, in 
Which I delivered myself as fol- 
lows: 

“Abraham and Moses were in 
the chains of ignorance and 
heathenism; David and others 
to a less extent. The disciples 
of Jesus broke many of these 
chains; but we, today, in this 
enlightened age, ought to stand 
on their shoulders and write 
NEW SCRIPTURE and not be 
bound to any book of the past.” 
The following Sunday the Mars 


‘Hill pastor quoted me in his ser- 


mon—with enthusiastic praise! A 
faculty member met me in the 
vestibule of the church on that 
Sunday and complimented me 
highly. 

There were two professors pres- 
ent the night that I delivered the 
blasphemous message. They both 
complimented me highly. The only 
objection one of them had to it 
concerned an error 
tion. Incidentally, I 
the professor—for whom’ I per- 
sonally had a warm regard—if 
the substitutionary death of Christ 
was necessary for the doctrine of 
“The 
life of Jesus was an atone- 
ment.” Thank God, I later learned 
that “without shedding of blcod 
is no remission” (Heb, 9:22). 

Evolution, of course, was taught 
in the science textbook. I studied 
it and believed it. Nothing was 
ever said against it. 

I was recommended to the As- 
sociational Missionary for a pas- 
torate. As a result, I became sup- 
ply pastor at Madison Seminary 
Baptist Church. I did not preach 
my modernist beliefs. I used the 
Scriptures, but I never preached 
anything positively. I often 
the new Revised Standard Ver- 
sion of the New Testament (the 
Old Testament had not.come off 
the press). Of course, I:do not use 
this version now, 

The. people came to church 
hungry and they went away 
hungry. I gave them just enough 
to keep them coming back. “A 
blind hog will pick up an acorn 
now and then.” I believed the hid- 
den things of dishonesty, walked 
in craftiness, handled the Word 
of God deceitfully ... and the

At Wake Forest College 


I was happy. My new life of 
mysticism, modernism, evolution, 
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and “modern enlightment” in gen- 
eral thrilled me. When I arrived 
on the campus of Wake Forest 
College, I needed little brushing 
up to feel at home there. Mysti- 
cism had destroyed the authority 
of the Bible; Modernism had “ex- 
plained” away al} the miracles. 

Word preceded me at Wake 
Forest that I was a “progressive” 
and was deserving of “cultivation.” 
This meant that they didn’t have 
to talk to me with reserve. Mean- 
time, I knew that Wake Forest 
was modernistic; that’s the reason 
I went there. I didn’t go there to 
study the Bible. 

When I graduated, I had a dou- 
ble major in Greek and English 
and a double minor in Philosophy 
and Psychology and History. 

I shall always be grateful for 
the course in Philosophy. It was 
a turning point. In my study I dis- 
covered that all philosophers died; 
that new men rehashed their 
thought, adding and taking away; 
and then they died. And yet, after 
several thousand years of this proc- 
ess. man~had been unable to 
know God through human reason- 
ing. It made a profound impression 
on my mind. 

I began to read the Bible afresh. 


3 I Jearned that the Bible declared 
= itself to be the Word of God and 
4 that it could not be destroyed. 
2 These truths began to impress 
. themselves on my mind. It was at 
‘- this point that I moved to the 
3 neo-orthodox position; that is, that 
§ the Bible “contains” the word of 
s God. 

5 Meanwhile, I was a pacifist. I 
‘4 condemned the “protection” of de- 
*  mocracy and individual life. I re- 
% jected all the Scriptures that 
> justified war or the death penalty. 
é My God was “a God of love.” 

4 I was an exponent of integra- 
4 tion. I was asked to resign as pas- 
z tor of Bethlehem Baptist Church, 
4 near Wake Forest, because I tried 
* to promote some integration ser- 


vices. I dreamed of the day when 
the two races would integrate. 
That would be the solution of our 
basic social problems. 

Things began to come to a head 
for me. I was carrying a full load 
of school work, completing the 


structure of my house, operating 
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a dry cleaning route at night, 
“preaching” every Sunday, and 
—fighting God and society. 


I almost collapsed. The doctor 
told me that my trouble was out- 
side his field 

But I didn’t collapse. I pulled 
myself together and went on with 
my work. Wake Forest was 
steeped in modernism. One pro- 
fessor said in class that the teach- 
‘ngs of Jesus could be understood 
by the smallest child until the 
first theologian, the Apostle Paul, 
confused them. ‘And now,” he 
went on; “one cannot understand 
them with all the dictionaries and 
-ommentaries in the world at 
hand.” The college chaplain was 
visiting the classroom that day 
and heard the statement. 

I later asked some advice from 
the college chaplain concerning 
the modernism. He put his feet on 
his desk, lit a cigarette, and said: 
“Now, the thing for you to do, is 
to settle down, study, and keep 
your mouth shut.” 

One professor openly denied the 
Trinity in class. And _ another 
member of the faculty told me 
that he had a friend in New York, 
a Jewish rabbi, who loved Jesus 
Christ as much as I or any other 
Christian. This same _ professor 
told me that I ought to join up 
with the fundamentalists. 

This was the best advice I got 
while at Wake Forest. 

Wake Forest’s apostasy, and the 
coarse results and fruits of that 
apostasy, are of course now known 
to newspaper readers not only in 
North Carolina but throughout the 
United States and many parts of 
the. world. I saw much of it first- 
hand. One of the athletic coaches 
was a violent blasphemer. One 
summer a dormitory was con- 
structed for football players; the 
work went-on seven days a week, 
even during church hours—within 
hearing distance of the church. 
Drinking and poker were common. 
Boys and girls were permitted to 
smoke in most of the classrooms. 
There was nearly always a card 
game going on in the college soda 
shop. 

While I was a student at Wake 
Forest I was “ordained to. the 
ministry” by the First Baptist 
Church of Morganton, North Caro- 
lina. When I was asked for the 
time and experience of my con- 
version, I frankly admitted that 
I had not had a definite experience 
of conversion. I was then asked, 
“How do you know that you will 
go to Heaven?” I replied: “I 
would be willing to go to Hell with 
what J have.” (Five years later, 
when the Holy Spirit convicted 
me that I was going to Hell, I 
changed my mind.) 

I was approved and ordained. 

I came to the end of my career 
at Wake Forest—a Jost sinner, 
“ordained to the ministry,” con- 
fused by mysticism, disgusted with 
modernism, resting a little in neo- 
orthodoxy, and waiting for a train 
to Chester, Pennsylvania, where I 
was to enter Crozer Theological 
Seminary. 


At Crozer 


One of the Wake Forest faculty 
members had recommended me to 
Crozer. I appreciated the fact that 
Dr. Blanton of Crozer invited me 
to his home and gave me a per- 
sonal invitation to Crozer. He of- 
fered to send a truck for my 
household goods. 

But I declined his generous of- 
fer; I paid my own transporta- 
tion, and I returned all scholar- 
ship checks. I .was getting suspi- 
“ious of modernism; and if I de- 
sided to leave it, I didn’t want 
to owe it anything. I went to Cro- 
zer to discover if modernism had 
an element of truth in it. 

Crozer, of course, is an Ameri- 
an Baptist institution. There, 
‘hey at least deserve credit for 
rot trying to conceal their mod- 
*rnism. In orientation, one of the 
,xrofessors said: “You students 
‘hink that you are liberal. You 
vill discover that you are only a 
ight pink.” 

The New Testament professor, 
vho was the chairman of the dea- 
*ons in his church, openly denied 
‘he deity of Christ. In the New 
Testament class we had a Jewish 
jentist. The understanding of the 
students was that his wife, who 
was a Christian, had died and be- 
fore her death had requested her 
husband to study in a Christian 
school. One day our professor said: 
“Now, Dr. ———— there is a He- 
brew. His religion is Judaism. I 
yam a Christian. My religion is 
Christianity. I would not want to 


see Dr. ———— become a Christian. 
No one ought to ever change his 
religion.” 


Another professor openly and 
vehemently denied that Jesus 
Christ was the Son of God; and 
he tried to convince the class that 
Paul never believed that Christ 
was the Son of God, 

Another professor forbade any 
student to use the word Jesus in 
practice speeches. “Sunday is 
enough for religion. I like a vaca- 
tion.”’ 

The Professor of Ethics was 
lecturing on neo-orthodoxy. I was 
amazed at the flow of fundamental] 
terms. At the close of the class 
period, I asked him: “Do Brunner, 
Barth, Niebuhr, and others of the 
neo-orthodox school mean literally 
their fundamental terminology?” 

He said, “No.” 

I asked: “Do you?” 

He said: “No, it is only a scaf- 
fold to hold your thoughts.” 

The truth struck me with great 
force: The neo-orthdoxy (which 
means the new orthodoxy) is nol 
a new orthodoxy; it is a new 
cloak for the old deceptive mod- 
ernism. 

Here I had another’ turning 
point. In theology, I chose to write 
a paper on “Revelation, as Re- 
lated to Mysticism, Catholicism, 
Fundamentalism, Modernism, and 
Neo-Orthodoxy.”’ 

I was shocked to. discover, 
through the research I made for 
the paper, that fundamentalism 
claims the only reasonable, de- 
pendable basis for revelation; that 
is, the Bible as the Word of God. 

At the time, I was student as- 
sistant to the pastor of First Bap- 
tist Church in Camden, New Jer- 
sey. When one day I told the pas- 
tor that he was a Unitarian, he 
nodded assent. 

The faculty ridiculed the inde- 
pendent Baptist preachers in Ches- 
ter. This interested me in them. 
I became acquainted with the 
Rev. Mr. Bronson of North Ches- 
ter Baptist Church, and with the 
Rev. Merle Winters of the Baptist 
Temple. I found them to be men 
who loved the Bible and preached 
it with inspiring results. 

In my confusion, I began to 
reason: “If God is love, and if 
God says come, let us reason to- 
gether, there must be one source 
of authority on theology to lead 
me out of this terrible mental 
and spiritual state.” 

I came to the conclusion that 
the answer was that the Bible is 
God’s Word—every word of. it. 
When I came to this conclusion, I 
found myself the last thine I 
had wanted to be, the last thing 
I had ever thought of being—a 
fundamentalist. I had always be- 
lieved that fundamentalism was 
for emotional people, not for peo- 
ple who studied, thought, analyzed. 
It certainly wasn’t true in my 
case. The truth drove me to fun- 
damentalism. 


A True Conversion 


After I came to accept the Bi- 
ble as the Word of God, in No- 
vember 4951, I informed the au- 
thorities that I was leaving Cro- 
zer. My father telephoned me and 
said: “Carl, please stay in school. 
I will send you all the money you 
need.” 

I said, “I am making $100 a 
week (at the Lima Hamilton 
Corp.,. at Eddystone, Pennsyl- 
vania). It is not a question of 
money. I am through.” 

Reason drove me tothe Bible, 
and the Bible led me to Christ. In 
three years I was saved. And in 
the following way: 

One of my home-town churches 
extended me a call to become its 
pastor. The invitation came by 
telegram. The church was in trou- 
ble and needed help. The members 
knew me and knew my character. 

When time came for the special 
revival services I sought for a fun- 
damentalist preacher to help me. 
The Rev. Ed Miller of Hickory, 
North Carolina, was being perse- 
cuted for his stand for God’s 
Word. I invited him to help us. 

It seemed to me that all he 
preached for two weeks was: 
“While we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us’ (Rom. 5:8). He kept 
hammering away on that. I 
couldn’t get away from it. 

I began to search the Scriptures. 


I discovered that the truth of} 


the death, burial and resurrection 
of Christ, for sinners, runs like a 
scarlet thread from Genesis to 
Revelation. 

My mother came to my help. 
Through the years she had given 
me many fundamental, premillen-

nial books and tracts. I had al- 
ways thought that I was too smart 
to read them. But now I began to 
read them, and to compare their 
teachings with the Scriptures. At 
about the same time, somebody 
(I have never known who) sent 
me a subscription to THE SworpD 
OF THE LORD. 


The books and tracts my mother 
had given me, and the sermons in 
THE SWORD OF THE LorD, and the 
study I was doing in the Bible 
gradually led me along the road 
that led to the cross. 


I tried to preach the 


Gospel. Sometimes I 
succeeded reasonably 
well when I followed 


the outline of one who 
knew it. At other times 
I couldn’t keep near 
the truth, I tried, at 
times, to tell the con- 
pregation how I be- 
came a “Christian”: 
but usually wound up 
by saying, “I have had 
sO many experiences 
that I don’t know just 
when I was saved.” 


I was convinced 


of definite. things 
(by the Word of God. I tried 


to be intellectually honest with the 
Bible. I was convinced that there 
was a simple plan of salvation. I 
believed in the finished work of 
Christ on the cross, in man’s 
justification solely through Christ, 
in the necessity of man’s repent- 
ance, in the necessity of man’s 
hearing the Gospel, in the neces- 
sity of man’s believing in the Gos- 
pel. I believed that there was but 


one Gospel. I believed that all 
who heard the Gospel could be

A Woman of Prayer 


While I was pastor of Clear 
Creek Baptist Church, near Char- 
lotte, North Carolina, I met Mrs. 
Addie Baucom Brooks, who lived 
in a nursing home in Waxaw, 
North Carolina. She had suffered 
with arthritis since 1926. She had 
read her Bible. through 30 times.
